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Report of the Mayor 

To the CUizens and Taxpayers of the City of Rutland: 

I snbulit the following report for the year 1909: 
The year has he(?u an imusnally imjiortant one 
by reason of the change in the general policy of 
the city caused by the amendments to the city 
charter. ^Fhe amended charter went into effect 
January 23rd, but it was several weeks before a 
certified copy eoidd be obtained, so little change in 
methods was attempted until after tlie organiza- 
tion of the Board of Aldenueu in ilarch. While 
it may be too early to judge of the results of the 
change. T think I may safely state that notwith- 
standing the difficulties encountered and mistakes 
made the new order of things has woi ked as well 
as couhl be expected; tliat the charter is a decided 
improvement upon the one which ]ireceded it and 
is generally satisfactory to the citizens. Minor 
changes may be necessaiy from time to time, but 
T ask for it a fair trial, a trial long enough to de- 
termine whether a charter l>ased upon ujodem 
ideas in city government is better suited to the 
needs of the city than one based upon the ideas 
in vogue when our first charter was adopted. 

FINANCES 

The financial condition of the city is very satis- 
factory. Tlie year closed with no outstanding 
temporary indebtedness and with $11,850.15 cash 
(2) 
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on hand; $4,270."27 in Uie general fund; $7,278.04 
in the water depaitnient; and $301.84 in the Wood- 
stock Avenue Trunk Sewer account. The appro- 
priation to the sinking fund was $10,800.00, an 
inerease* of $500.00 over the appropriation for 
1908; the fund earned $:j,6f)5.83, making a total of 
$16,465.83. $10,000.00 four per cent, sclioot bonds 
were paid in November, leaving a net bondetl in- 
debtedness of $454,016-23, against $470,482.0f) at 
the close of the year 1908. This has l)een done 
without increasing the tax rate, notwithstanding 
the grand list waa $1,647.36 less than in 1908. 

The taxpayer.'! liave reasion to congratulate 
themselves that, beginning with 1905, each fiscal 
year .since lia.s closed without outstanding tera- 
poraiy indebtedness and with cash on hand; that 
the expenses of the city have been met during that 
time without increasing the tax rate even though 
there has been a gradual increase in many of the 
fixed charges. 

Ten thousand dollars of the money received 
from water rents have been used for the general 
requirements of the city as provided in Section 
28, Chapter 18, of the ordinances. This is about 
the average amount that has been transferred 
yearly from this account. During the time it has 
been the custom to make such transfers a smaller 
sum has been used in this way than the citizens 
generally have snpy)osed. The system of distribn- 
tion of warrants inaugurated in 1897 placed the 
entire interest on the water bonds, and the propor- 
tion of the sinking fund rai.^ed for their redemp- 
tion, in the interest and sinking fund ncconnts 
respectively, so that the itemized expenditures in 
the water account have not, heretofore, shown the 
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amount expended each year for these purposes, 
excepting a special appropriation of $500.00 to the 
sinking fund. The itemized accoimt for the year 
lfK)f) report will show the entire expense of the 
department, including those items which amount 
to $8,053.00. 

The advisability of using any of the money re- 
ceived from water rents for the general require- 
ments of the city has been seriously questioned 
and has been the subject of disciission ever since 
the custom began. The use of this money for gen- 
eral purjioses is a probleni in which every tax- 
payer is interested, for upon its solution hinges 
the tax rate. If the money received from water 
rents is used for the water department alone, the 
tax rate must be increased from twelve to twenty 
per cent. During the coming year extra expense 
will be incurred in increasing the water supply, 
in paying land damages for opening Spellman 
terrace, in building an isolation hospital, in pay- 
ing for the fire whistle plant and in buying neces- 
sary equipment for the fire department. How shall 
this expense be met? Shall the water money be 
nsed for the purposes of the water department 
plone and the tax rate increased to offset the defi- 
cit which will follow, or shall bonds be issued to 
cover the improvements to be made in the water 
department and the tax rate kept at or near the 
present fignre by using more of the water money 
for the general rec|uirements of the city! 

I think the taxpayers should have an opportiui 
ity to decide which of these methods they prefer 
to have pursued. To enable them to do so. I pro- 
pose that an article be inserted in the warning for 
th^ annual city election providing for the issue of 
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$20,000.00 s!ioi-t term water lionds, to he made 
payable $5,000.00 eacli year from the receipts of 
the water departnieut, payment to begin three 
years fro;n date. If the issue is authorized aud 
tJie bonds are issued it probalily will uot be ueces- 
wary to iucrease the tax rate; if uot. the rate must 
be increased. 

DEPARTMENT OP PTIBLIC WOEKS 

Work, iu this deiiartiuent, which includes what 
were formerly the departments of streets, sewers, 
sidewalks, and water, has progressed satisfactori- 
ly dnring the year. Tlie rejmrt of the CVimmis- 
sioner of Public Works will give this in detail, but 
J wish to mention tiiat the larger part of Mer- 
chants Row has been resurfaced and the concrete 
roadway extended along Grove street past the 
business blocks; that sections of Grove street. 
Strongs avenue, Center street and Woodstock ave- 
nue have been resurfaced and put in excellent con- 
dition; that North .Main street has been macadaui 
ized from Field avenue southerly to Vernon street, 
and Lincoln avenue from West street to Grant 
avenue. Other macadamized streets have been re- 
paired where most needed and the usual repair 
work done an the outlying streets. The remainder 
of Merchants Row should lie resurfaced the com- 
ing year; the macadamizing of North Main street 
sliould be com]ileted; State street sliould be resur- 
faced; the macadamized streets should be kept 
in good repair jmd permanent streets be con- 
structed if the finances will admit. 

Several much needed sewers have been con- 
stmcted; sidewalks built and resurfaced; a water 
main laid from North Main street through private 
property to the Rutland Hospital and a hydrant 
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iiLstalled near the hospital building; mains laid 
in Clover street and jNIarble avenue, and other ex- 
tejisions anti i-onnections made as will be shown 
in the Commissioner's report. A new main should 
be laid in Cottage street the coming year, 

Tlie condition of the water supply has been up- 
permost in the minds of the citizens during the 
greater part of the year because of the shortage 
of water in the suujmer ami its pollution during 
the latter part of the year. The city should have 
fin ample supply of pure water for all purposes, 
and if the present supph' is not sufficient, an addi- 
tional one must be acquired. The exhaustive 
rejioi't on this subject made by ilr. George C. 
Whipple, Considting Engineer, published in the 
1908 city report, should be familiar to eveiy tax- 
pa3'er, A further investigation has been made by 
a committee of the Board of Aldermen consisting 
of Aldermen Howe, Lalor and Anthony, whose 
report was published in the Rutland Herald of 
Decendier 7th. The suggestions made in the com- 
mittee's report with refereisc-e to stopping the 
leakage of the intake and reservoir, and increasing 
the storage capacity of the reservoir by raising 
the core of the wall and adding flashboards ui)on 
the overflow, should be carried out if. upon further 
investigation, it is found that a material saving 
of water could be made thei'eby. The report sug- 
gests the possibility of adding to the supply from 
an undergi'ound source which appears to exist 
near the smface in the vicinity of the reservoir. 
This, and evei*y other possible source of supply in 
the vicinity, should be and will be investigated 
and made use of, if foimd to be available. 
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But R-ntland is gi'owing steadilv. New houses 
are being connected witli existing mains and the 
system is being extended each year to furnish 
water for domestic purposes and fire protection, 
lliese added demands must I>e met and ample pro- 
vision made for the future. To insure this it may 
be necessary to take by condemnation proceedings 
or otherwise such of the Cold river supply as will 
give the necessary results at the least expense to 
the city. 

At the instance of the City Authorities the State 
Board of Health made an investigation of the con- 
dition of the watershed with reference to pollution 
of the water supply, in October, X909, and as a 
result the State Board of Health on October 4th, 
1909, proDinlgated orders and regulations to pre- 
vent such pollution, prohibiting all persons from 
discliarging polluting matter into the Mendon 
branch and its tributaries, and later, on December 
nth, 1909. the State Board of Health brought a 
bill in oliancery against several residents of Men- 
don, residing on the watershed, charging them 
with maintaining nuisances and violating said 
orders and regulations, and procured a temporary 
injunction from the Hon. William H. Taylor, Chan- 
cellor, enjoining them from using and maintaining 
sonrces of pollution of our water supply, 

T believe that the City Council and Local Board 
of Health should and do stand ready to do everj'- 
thiug possible to assist in this matter and every- 
thing reasonable in the way of adjusting it with 
the land owners along the source of supply; that 
there is no desire to coerce the land owners or put 
upon them any responsibility or expense the city 
ought to i>ear. But nothing should prevent our 
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having pure water and we should have the co-op- 
eration of the abutters in preventing the pollution 
of the streams. 

ily position with reference to the water question 
is this; T. believe we should use all means at hand 
for increasing and bettering the supply, but we 
should have a supply of pure water .sufficient for 
present and future needs. If Cold river must he 
drawn upon to give us enough water, let us take it 
as hereinbefore suggested; If, in addition to re- 
movmg the sources of jjollutton, a filtration plant 
is necessary to give us pure water, let us have that. 

DEPARTMENT OP PnBLIC SAFETY 

This department has been kept up to a high 
standard during the year, and the wisdom of put- 
ting the fire and police departments under one 
head has been fully demonstrated. Needed equip- 
ment has been added to the fire department, in- 
cluding a life net, the necessity of wMch was dem- 
onstrated at a recent fire in one of the large towns 
in the state. The police force has ))een successful 
in performing its duties, and the city has been 
remarkably free from crime and disorder. 

SCHOOLS 

The schools show an increase in attendance, 
which is evidence of a steady growth in population 
and of the popularity of the high school in the sur- 
roimding section. I have no special report to 
make in connection with this department, but 
would refer to the comjirehensive reports of the 
school ofiicials for details, cost of management, 
etc., in which the public will be specially inter- 
ested. 



ANNUAL. REPORT 



DEPARTMENT OF CHABITItS AND CORHECTIONS * 

This department has heen under the sniiie effi- 
cient numagemeiit an tturing several years past. 
The posit-ioii of overseer of the poor is not an easy 
one to fill and do justice to liotli applicants and 
eit\'. but I believe the present incumbent has snc- 
eeeded admirably in being fair to both and iu con- 
ducting his department economically. 

RUTLAND HOSPITAL 

The usual appropriation of $3,500.00 was made 
to the Rutland Hospital. In retnni for it 51 city 
patients were admitted during the year: 18 males; 
33 females. Medieal eases, 25; surgical cases, 26. 
The longest period any one patient was eared for 
was 04 days, and the total number of days' care 
of all patients was 922. 

I consider tliis appropriation one of the moat 
essential made by the City Council, for T feel that 
by means of it a gi'eat amount of suffering is alle- 
viated among those who otherwise would not have 
the treatment and care they need and deserve. 
Personal observation has shown me that the hos- 
pital is doing a most excellent work in the com- 
nmnity and is worthy of public and private sup- 
port. 

ISOLATION HOSPITAL 

An appropriation was made and plans were pre- 
l^ared for building an isolation hospital to take the 
place of the one now in use at the city farm, i»ut 
it was thought best not to build it until 1910. The 
present hospital is inadequate, is inconveniently 
located and sboukl be abandoned. The location 
decided upon for the new hospital, off Woodstock 
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avenue, is easily accessible and the building will 
be a safe distance from the surrounding buildings 
and the street. Work upon it should be begmi as 
early as possible. 

IIUTLAND FBEE LtBRAaY 

The library was given the usual ajipropriation 
of i(!2,2r)0.00. That this has been wi,sely expended 
is evidenced by the standing and character of 
those having the library in charge. This institu- 
tion is a power for good in the comnninity and is 
favored with a competent and obliging librarian 
and corps of assistants. 

BOARD OF nEALTII 

1 desire to commend the work of the Board of 
Health, which is made up of three members ap 
pointed by the City Council, and the Health Officer 
appointed l)y the State Board of Health. The 
board has met regularly, has paused many sewer 
connections to be made and areas cleaned, and has 
been very active in abating the nuisances existing 
along the watershed. The Health Officer's report 
will show in detail what has been accomplished. 

OONCIiHSION 

The extra expenses already indicate^:! and the 
unforeseen expenses that always have to be pro- 
vided for will make im usual demands on the fi- 
nances of 1910. I hope tliese demands may be 
met without increasing the tax rate. Each de- 
partment should be kept at a high degree of effi- 
ciency, and the building of permanent streets 
should be continued, hut I would like to see it 
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done within the present rate of taxation if pos- 
sible. Exiienses increase as the city grows and im- 
less the grand list keeps pace with them, the only 
alteniative is a higher tax rate. It is to be hoped 
that the 'grand list of 1 910 will show an increase 
sufficient to keep the rate at the pre.sent figure.

Commissioner for 1909 

To the Honorable City Council: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor of submitting 
herewith the first annual report of the Coniniis- 
sioiier of Public Works: 

Tliis report necessarily embraces the statistics 
which were formerly contained in the annual re- 
ports of the City Enflfineer and the Superintend- 
ents of Water Works and Streets. 

It is therefore divided and subdivided into va- 
rious sections corresponding to the work of the 
several dejiartjuents, 

STREET REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

Pavements 

\^'e have resurfaced the [javement on Merchants 
Kow from its southerly terminus northerly to near 
the opera house with a mixture containing twen- 
ty-five per cent, asphalt. At the south side of tlie 
opera house there is an old brook channel cross- 
ing the street. This brook was walled in with 
stone many years ago and is now used coiulii- 
nation drain and sewer. The top of that stone 
drain need.'* to be raised two or three feet and 
ought to be so constructed before the roadway is 
resurfaced at tliat point. Tlierefore we did not 
continue the improvement of the street northerly, 
but have left that set'tinn in be improved after the 
sewer is repaired. 
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The telford macadam roadway on Grove Street 
from the curbing on the uortli side of West street 
289 feet northerly haa also been surfaced with a 
Fimilar pavung material. 

Crusher 

The Gates rotaiy crusher haa been overhauled 
and considerably improved by installing a new 
manganese steel "head and sectional Unings. These 
were put in previous to commencing tlie work of 
the season and are apparently in as good condition 
now as when they were new. 

We einisbed 4J2S loads of stone this year and 
did it all with the Gates crusher. 

Macadam 

We have macadamized North Main street from 
near Vernon street to norfh of Field avenue; 
Woodstock avenue from near Temple street west- 
erly to the top of the hill and a short distance at 
Beilevue avenue; Baxter street from State street 
Foutherly; Center street from Court street to Main 
street, and Lincoln avenue from near West street 
to Grant avenue. In doing thi.'' work we used 
2,179 loads of crushed stone. 

A ground drain was constructed under the east 
gutter of Lincoln avenue froni Grant avenue 
soutlierly. 

The roadway on Main street was straightened 
where practical and graded })efore the surface was 
macadamized. Tliere was also a twelve-inch cast- 
iron pipe culvert constructed across the street a 
short distance north of Vernon street. 

Macadam Repairs 
We have repaired the macadam work at the fol- 
lowing places: Grove street from Crescent street 
to near West street, River street near the easterly 
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eud. Strongs avenue from MatUson street nartber- 
ly and the driveway froiri West street to Baxter 
street at the Lmcoln Iron Works. One-lialf of the 
expense of the latter work was paid by the Lincoln 
Iron Works. 

We have used in repairing roadways over 1,500 
loads of erushed stone. In i-epair work some over 
$800 was e.xpended iu aecordauce with the direc- 
tions of the State Highway Cotmnisaioner, and the 
State has paid $400 of that amonnt. That money 
was in addition to the regular state highway ap- 
propriation and was nsed In keeping the main 
roads in good condition for travel at all times. 
It has enabled n.«i to keep the roadways in better 
shape than usual. 

We have constructed 2,130 feet of tar and pitch 
concrete sidewalks and have resnrfaeed over 3,700 
feet of old waUis. The location, etc.. of this work 
is given below in tabular form in the latter part 
of this report. 

We have also repaired and improved a large 
number of the crushed stone and gravel walks and 
have used 300 loads of cnished stone in that work. 

CATCH BA.SINP 

Four catch basins have been coustmcted; one 
at each of the following .street comers: 

Pearl street at Wood avenue. Woodstook avenue 
at Bellevue, Lincoln avenue at Grant avenue and 
Crescent at Lincoln avenue. 

SEWEB SYSTEM 

The twelve inch pipe sewer in the west end of 
Washington street and the south end of Merchants 
Kow has been too smaJl for many years to carry 
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the water at times of heavy showers. We have 
laid an eighteen inch pipe in concrete to relieve 
that situation. 

We have also consti'ucted a number of exten- 
sions to the smaller pipe sewers making a total 
addition to City sewer system of nearly 3000 feet. 
The location of the extensions are shown in tab- 
ular foi-m in the engineering section of this report. 

Manholes 

Four manholes have been constructed during 
the year; one at each nf the following points: 

Corner Merchants Row and Washington street, 
on Washington street front of City Hall, corner of 
North Main stiwt and Ciintou avenue and comer 
of Ciintou and Davis streets.

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Hydrants 

We have set three new hydrants at the following 
points : one ou east side of Nichols street south of 
hospital, one on the southeast comer of Lincoln 
boulevard and Bumham avenue and one on the 
southwest corner of Lincoln boulevard and Korth 
street. That makes a total of 164 public hydrants 
in use. 

There are several seetious of the City where 
more hydrants are needed. Tlie hydrant on the 
corner of Union and Furnace streets has been 
changed from the southeast to the southwest cor- 
ner of the street. 

Valves 

We have put a new valve on each of the new 
hydrant branches and also one on the Iiydrant 
branch at corner of Union and Furnace streets;

THIRD: 

Tonr fire fighting apparatus is in "A No. 1" 
condition. Of the several minor additions the fjast 
year that were much needed are mentioned, sis 
additional rubber covers, fiie hats for the per- 
manent men, two sets of Hilton's Automatic coupl- 
ings; fitting up the exercise wagon, upon which, 
until the extreme cold weather, we have carried 
450 ft. of hose, nozzles, wi-enches and two chem- 
icals, for quick ser\'ice in case of fire call while 
teams were exercising. This excellent improve- 
ment we have had to abandon during the cold 
weather, as the exercise wagon must stand in an 
open .shed where the cold weather affects the hose 
The fire batteries have all been renewed, as has 
also nearly all of the fire alarm telegrajili wires 
about the city. 

FOURTH: 

The manual force of the Fire Department con- 
sists of eight (8) pemianent and twenty (20) 
call men. 

FIFTH: 

We hav'^e at present .3.500 ft. of fire hose in good 
condition and about 650 ft. in fair condition.

SIXTH: 

For further improving this service I would 
advise that the compressed air receivers have con- 
crete supports instead of the present wooden ones 
and that said air receivers be housed in; this house 
also to enclose the exercise wagon, thus keeping 
its supply of fire hose in the same condition for 
quick service that it is in waimer weather. I 
would advise the purchase of an Automobile Com- 
bination Chemical Hose Truck, exchanging the 
oldest steamer for same, if possible, while said 
steamer is in first class condition. The purchase 
of a pair of horses to replace those in station No. 1. 
The purchase of 1000 ft. of fire hose. 

SEVENTH: 

I would advise that the inspection of the fire 
hydrants lie transferred from the Water Depart- 
ment to the Fire Department, While this would 
not increase the cost of inspection, it would better 
the fire service, in that its members would be 
familiar with the working and location of any and 
all hydrants and he responsible for their condition, 
where now the responsibility is divided.

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Report of the City Attorney 



To the Hmorahh Coiivcil of the Ciiy of Rutland: 

Gentlemen:- — On my appi)intnjeut as City Attor- 
ney the only actions pending in tlie Courts, in 
whicli the City was i\ party, were the following 
cases, namely: Ellen Kingsley et al. v. C'ity of Rut- 
land, and Lewis Avery v. City of Rutland, pending 
in the Riitland County Court. 

Tlie Kingsley case was an appeal from an order 
of former Street Commissioners of the City of 
Rutland ofiening a street from Spellman Terrace 
to South Main Street and awarding damages at 
$3,650. Commissioners wt>i-t> appointed by the 
County Court and sucli proceedings were had that 
they duly reported to the Countj' Court that the 
public good required the opening of said street, 
and, by agi-eeraent of the parties, they awardeii 
to the Kingsley estate, as damages, the sum of 
$3,650. 

Ju<lgmt'iit was thereujKjn rendered by tiie Coun- 
ty Court to that effect, the damages to be paid liy 
April 1, 1910, and the street to he opened for 
travel l)y June 1, 1910. 

The Avery case is the one referred to in the re- 
port of F. G. Swinnerton, Esq., City Attoraey, for 
the year 1908, and is an appeal by .said Lewis 
Aveiy from an order of fomier Sti'eet C'ommis- 
sioners as to the necessity of establishing a sewer 
across his laud, and a.s to the amout of damages 
awarded him, the .sewer being the one from Wood- 
stock Avenue sewer to Moon brook sewer. At the 
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Se|jtember teiin of Court, 1909. the following Cora- 
uussioners were appointed by the Court: Hon. 
Flenry M. Clark, Hon. Frank Plumley and Hon. 
H. ^I. Eedfield, No further proceedings as yet 
have beeu' had. 

In my letter to you dated Dec. 17th, 1909 I 
called your attention to the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Lydia Ann Allen, an 
insane pauper, in which the Supreme Court held 
that her commitment was illegal, and informed 
you that it was elainied by the State authorities 
that by reason of this deeisiou all commitments of 
pauper.s to asylums in this State at the expense 
of the State of Vermont are invalid, and that the 
Overseer of the Poor of this City had received a 
notice from the Superintendent of the Brattleboro 
Retreat to the effect that all patients in that in- 
stitution might be made charg^eable to the various 
towns from which they were oomuiitted. front the 
first day of January, A D. 1910, to the date of 
their re-conmiitment. 

Thereupon your Honorable body authorized me, 
by resolution to that eifeet, to take the necessary 
steps to re-commit all patients in the Brattleboro 
Retreat or the State Asylum at Waterbuiy. the 
support of whom might fall upon the City of Rut- 
land in case the State should refuse longer to care 
for them. 

fn accordance with yotir resolution I filed peti- 
tions in the case of twenty-three inuiates of the 
Brattleboro Retreat, whom t am satisfied the City 
of Rutland would be called ixpon to support in case 
they were discharged from the Asylum. Hearings 
in these cases were had Febmary ISth and lOth. 
and they were all ordere*! recommitted at the ex- 
pense of the State. 
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In the list of patients in the Brattleboro Retreat 
furnished me by the Superintendent of the Re- 
treat, !-even other patients are given as belonging 
to Rutland. Some of these I am satisfied would 
not, and it is doubtful if any of them would be 
held to beloDg to this City to support. In these 
eases I have not filed petitions. 

Tlie Snpei-intendent of the State Asylum at 
"Waterbury states that there are sevea patients in 
that institution connnitted from Rutland. I have 
filed petitions in these cases and hearings are set 
for March 10th. 

In September. 1909, T was consulted by the 
Mayor and the local Health Office/ in regard to 
what could lie done to prevent the jwllution of our 
water siipply by residents of Mendon, living on 
the watershed draining into the city water supply, 
and, acting upon my advice the State Board of 
Health was reque.st,ed to make an Inveatigation, 
which they did on October 3, 1909, and thereupon 
issued general rules and orders, dated October 4, 
1909, and conspicuously posted them in the town 
of Mendon, prohibiting all pei-sous from polluting 
our water supply. 

These rules and regulations were not observed, 
and the State Board of Health was again request- 
ed by the City authorities to take action. On De- 
cember 11, 1909, the .said State Board of Health 
brought a bill of complaint in the Court of Clinn- 
cery for Rutland County against Aaron Sheldon, 
Charles Sheldon, M. E. Wheeler, Mark Tenney, 
G. W. Sawyer, MieluK-l Rooney, Reuben Ranger 
and Dwight Sheldon for the purpose of enforcing 
tlie orders and regulations of the State Board of 
Health refeired to, and a temporary injunction 
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was Lssuftl Deceiii l)er 14. ISH)!*, Iiy the Hon. ATm. 
H. Taylor, Cliancellor. eujd'ming the said persous 
from maintaining sources of pollution of the water 
supply imtil the further order of the Court. 

The A'ttoi-uey (Jeneral repj-esents the State, in 
this action, and I am associated with him, in my 
capacity as City Attorney, to represent the City. 

The acstion is now pending" in the Court of Chan- 
cei-y. All the defendants, with the exception of 
Reuben Ranger, have tiled imswers to the voin- 
plaint, contesting the power of the ('ourt to en- 
forfe the said orders and regulations of the Board 
of Health, and denying that they maintain sources 
of pollution tq^the water supply. These question.? 
are before the Court for determination, upon a 
trial, as to the law and facts. Pending the trial, 
the temporary ininnction will remain in force, un- 
less on motion it should be dissolved. 

The City Attomej' has been called upon to de- 
vote an unusual amount of time and attention in 
advising various departments and officMal.s of the 
City (Jovernment, due to the fact that the City has 
been operating under an amended Charter, which 
is new in many respects.

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Report of the Board of Health 



To the Honorable City CaHncil: 

The past ye^r has uoted a change in the make-up 
of the Board of Health as provided by om- new 
city charter. Tlie pre.sent Board consists of three 
members, a much more active Board than former- 
ly. In the early spring the Board took np the 
elimination of dry closets, which has docrea.'^od the 
nnmber of snch ont-bnil dings very materially, 
there bavinjr been 105 plumbing inspections, 75 
per cent, of wliicli wen- rephicenietits of modem 
phimbing, the remaining being new houses. 

It was the object of the Board to eliminate these 
dry closets by sections in the city just as far as 
possible. There are yet many scattered violations 
of the city ordinances in this respect, which will 
probably be eliminated in the comiaig spxing. 

The Board feels that a definite step has been 
taken in advance for ttie production of clean milk 
by virtue of the new statute allowing the Local 
rTealth Officer of a city or town to in.'jpect the 
fanns of its milk producei-s. Accordingly there 
have been some 50 farms inspected about the city 
of Rutland. In these inspections there were no 
njore than one-half dozen fai-ms but what radical 
changes had to be effected to conform with the 
mles and regulations of the State Board of Health 

It has been gratifying in subsequent inspections 
to find that the majority of the farmers are not 
only willing, but glad to make possible the pro- 
duction of clean milk. There are of course those 
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few exceptions in wkich tiie farmers grudgingly 
and Lneflieiently mako their alteratious. 

The number of sanitary calls for the inspection 
of rubbish heaps has been materially less than in 
previous ' years. The calls that have come, come 
mostly from the ])usiness section of the city, where 
refuse is thrown down from tenants occupjTBg the 
upper floors of the business blocks, together with 
the carelessness on the part of some few of the 
merchants Ln keeping their alleys tidy, It is here 
that some system shoiild be effected to care fo» 
these places. 

It is manifestly impossible to detect these people 
tbro\ring their garbage from the upper floors, for 
the purpose of prosecution, without keeping an 
iiij^aector on the tield continually. In some in- 
stances the Board has repeatedly issued new or- 
ders to clean up. We are unable to tell a property- 
bolder that he has to keep hie place clean; the 
only order we can issue is to clean up an existing 
nnisance: If he continues to renew the nuisance we 
have to i.*sue a new order for every offense, mak- 
ing additional expenses to the city. 

In many cases the landlord is just as irresponsi- 
ble for the accumulation of waste in the rear of 
his l>locks as he is for similar accumulations on 
the street in front of his block. Until the perfec- 
tion of a system of garbage collection, improperly 
cared for garbage barrels will continue to be a 
menace to the occupants of buildings adjacent. 
Either the landlords fail to properly arrange for 
the removal of the garbage or the truckman hired 
to do such work fails to perfoiTO his duties. 

It would seem to the Board that it is as neces- 
sary for the city with its own team or by contract 
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with some private party to take the same care for 
the collection of organic waste matter in the rear 
of our blocks as there is need of cleaning the gut- 
ters along the business streets. 

In the month of August we began to liave pol- 
luted samples of water reported, followuig which 
Typhoid Fever broke out in the city definitely 
pointing to a suspicion of our water supply as 
being the cause of the epidemic. 

Immediate attention was given to the water in- 
spection from the Keservoir up Mendon brook to 
its smallest tribntaries. Conditions that were 
found and the difBculties that were eneoimtered in 
freeing the watershed from stirface drainage are 
only too well known to need repetition. 

The Board feels that definite steps have been 
taken to permanently remedy past evils. The fact 
remains, however, that no amoimt of legislation 
will properly protect the watershed without con- 
stantly iiatrolling the streams to see that no vio- 
lation of existing rules and regulations or unusual 
situations exist. 

So long as water is gotten from its present 
source, continual vigilance will be necessaiy in 
running down eveiy possibility of pollution. Tliis 
work cannot be done satisfactorily without the 
co-operation of the farmers living along the 
streamii. 

It would seem that on the part of the city, it 
would be advisable to cooperate with the farmers, 
assisting them with help or othei-wise in making 
certain changes, inasmuch as these changes bene- 
fit the city, though not materially increasing the 
value of the farmers' property. 

We should feel gratefully indebted to Gen. Rip- 
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ley for the const rnctioir of his dams at Mendon 
Oity, that so efficiently afford settling ponds for 
onr water before reachiBg the Reservoir. There 
are, however, three properties between the Reser- 
voir anil the Ripley dams that should In.' ahsoliitely 
under the city's control. This would afford mate- 
rial protection to the Reservoir, and the water 
stored in the Ripley darns might be nsed as an 
auxiliary reservoir provided we were certain that 
no contamination existed lietween the Reservoir 
and the Ripley dams. 

These properties are so near the Reservoir and 
the ffTound is so full of springs that any source of 
cnntaiiiination cHnnot lielp seep {hrouia;li the 
^ound into the.^e .springs, thence into the Re.^ter- 
voir direct. 

The Board feels that the city should in every 
way possible support the State Board of Heatth. 
allowing them according to the statute to move 
buildings or de.stroy same at their discretion; in- 
asmuch as there are several places in which a 
change of location of the barn is necessaiy or a 
complete df^stntction of tlie hxiildings tlieniselves 
to abate existing evils. "With the ju-^.'sent rnles 
and regulations in force along the watershed and 
these few unfavarable farm-yard conditions oblit- 
erated, the quality of our water supply would be 
very materially bettered. 

The list of the number of infections diseases in 
the year 1909 is unusually larsje. according to 
fonner statistics. Measles were brought to one 
of our kindergarten schools by a parent in a town 
north of here, and it was not until after several 
cases of measles had developed in the kindergarten 
grade that the true source of the infection was 
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deteiTuined, then too late to prevent the epidemic, 
tliere being sev-eral hundred cases in all of measles. 

The other disease.s ran about the usual course, 
occurring most entirely during the school months, 
and almost entirely disappearing during the saim- 
mer vacation. 'ITiis year's statistics contiuue to 
support the advisability of fumigating all school 
rooms during the summer vacation. The time lost 
by pupil.s necessarily kept out of school on ac- 
count of a quarantine aifecting a brother or sister 
amounts to many day.s lost time in the aggregate. 
Often times the children suffering from such dis- 
eases being those least able to lose any time from 
school.
